Patchwork financing for III. schools 


To the editor: 

The IFT is pleased that the 
governor has kept his promise 
made in 1985 in connection with 
educational reform and continued 
long-term financial support to 
education. 

It is also reassuring to know that 
adequate funding will be available 
to meet the terms of the two-year 
contract of our largest local, the 
Chicago Teachers Union, and the 
18 craft. unions which also have 
two-year contracts. 

Gov. Thompson said he 
“believes that the Chicago Board 
of Education can implement the 
second year of the two-year con- 
tract entered into last

The over one million students, 
parents, and educational workers 
in Chicago will have stability for 
the first’ time since the near- 
bankruptcy in November 1979 

We are encouraged by the fact

First: the new level of 
funding appropriated for higher 
education,/The governor's budget 
plan in March had originally call- 
ed for a $116 million (9.5 percent) 
increase in funding for highet 
education. It now calls for an in- 
crease of $81 million (a 6.5 percent 
increase). 

This level is lower than the col- 
leges and universities could put to 
good use. 5 

Second, the issue of adequate 
pension funding is not addressed 
in this year’s budget because of 
the drop in state revenues: 

It is.essential that the governor, 
who has appointed a task force on 
long-term funding for the state 


employees’ and teachers’ pen- 
sions, make this a high-priority 
item in next year’s budget. We 
must get started on the issue of 
under-funded pensions — a poten- 
tial economic time bomb for this 
state = 

The less-than-expected increase 
for higher education and the short- 
fall in funding of pensions repre- 
sent major flaws inthe whole 
budgeting process — and point toa 
need for new methods of obtaining 
state revenues for schools. We 
can’t continue using a patchwork 
approach to school funding. 

The unexpected revenue short- 
fall also shows the close relation- 
ship between the economic growth 
of our state and the ability to pro- 
vide the. best education for our 
children.

‘Gifts’ are luring some to 
high-pressure sales talks 


“Congratulations, you are a win- 
ner...this is to notify you that you 
have won one of the ‘outstanding 
gifts’ offered...” 

Prize notification lefters beginn- 
ing with promises of unexpected 
good fortune are regularly mailed on 
behalf of some time-sharé and land 
development cOmpanies to con- 
sumers, the Better Business Bureau 
cautioned today. 

_One of the newest solicitations is 
similar to a United States Govern- 
ment check and claims to be a 
United States Treasury security 
bond voucher valued at $25,000. 

‘icial-sounding solicita- 
companies include: 
Bureau of Notifications,” “Auditing 
Department,’’ ‘‘Sweepstakes 
Awards Clearing House’? and 

“Department of Verifications."” 

These have led thousands of con- 
sumers to believe they had won cash 
Prizes, automobiles, luxury vaca- 
tions, television sets or microwave 
ovens, the BBB said, adding: ‘The 
official-sounding names are 
misleading because the letters are 
not from governmental agencies or 
agencies associated with the 
government.” 

The BBB maintains files on more 
than 90 time-share and land develop- 
ment companies in Missouri, Il- 
linois, Arkansas and Tennessee. 

The Bureau advises consumers 
that if they accept an offer to visit a 
development, to be prepared for a 
high-pressure sates presentation 
and additional costs for such items 
as transportation and expenses for 
meals and lodging 

The BBB added, “Buying land or 
owning a share in a vacation resort 
is a major investment. Real estate 
time-sharing is a relatively new idea 
in the U.S. with few federal 
regulations. 

“Missouri, however, has enacted 
legislation to protect consumers by 
providing for a. cooling-off period to 
allow consumers to cancel a signed 
contract without penalty or

obligation. 

“‘Missouri’s law also requires 
companies to receive approval from 
the attorney general's office prior to 
mailing solicitations. Consumers 
should thoroughly investigate before 
signing any agreement and should 
find out what laws apply im the state 
where the development is located. 

“The U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development’s Office of 
Interstate Land Sales Registration 
(OILSR) requires that developers 
register with the federal govern- 
ment to disclose to prospective pur- 
chasers pertinent facts about the 

d offered for sale. 


spective buyers with a property 
report containing detailed informa- 
tion about the property. Federal law 
requires that the seller give the 
report to the prospective buyer 
before a purchase agreement is 
signed. 

“The information contained in the 
property report should include a 
financial statement, local or- 
dinances, availability of uti 4 
and plans for future development of 
the property. 

“If the developer has not registerd 
with OILSR or fails to provide a copy 
of the property report, the prospec- 
tive buyer has the right to void the 
contract and receive a full refund. 

“Giveaways are often used to lure 
consumers to a development. If you 
are considering&uch an investment, 
be sure to take your time and 
carefully read all contracts, bylaws, 
membership requirements, and any 
other literature. P’ 

“Do not be high-pressured into 
buying in a development. Allow 
yourself the time to become 
thoroughly familiar with all aspects 
of the purchase. 

“The BBB maintains several 
general information sheets on prize 
notification letters, time-sharing, 
and land developments, Our office 
can be contacted for additional 
information.” 


Erosion and wildlife goals 
in farm conservation plan 


Illinois farmers _can_help. reduce 
= soil erosion on their property and 
give wildlife a helping hand at the 
same time by enrolling marginal 
acreage in the Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) Conserva- 
tion Department Director Michael 

= Witte said. 

In Illinois, farmers can sign up for 
the program Aug. 4-15 at their coun- 
ty Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service office. 

“Because of the potential benefits 
to wildiife, we encourage farmers to 
take advantage of this program,” 
Witte said. Field biologists hired for 

“the department's Private Lands 
Wildlife Habitat Management _pro- 
gram are familiar with the CRP and 
can work with landowners to select 
soil conservation practices most 
likely to benefit wildlife. 

Part of the federal government's 

= 1985 Farm Bill package, the CRP is 
a five-year program administered 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. Designed to take highly 
erodable soil out of production, the 
program encourages farmers to idle 
marginal lands for 10 years and to 
implement conservation practices to 

© stabilize the topsoil. 

In return, the federal government 

*‘ will pay 50 percent of costs involved 
in implementing conservation prac- 
tives-and will pay the landowner the 

equivalent of rent for his property. 


“‘While the intent of the program is 

to reduce soil erosion,” Witte said, 
“many of the soil conservation prac- 
tices recommended “by the USDA 
have direct benefits for wildlife.”” 
. Two of the practices eligible for 
federal reimbursement are 
specifically designed to help 
wildlife. 

Those’ practices involve develop- 
ment of permanent wildlife habitat 
areas and creation of shallow water- 
ing holes for wildlife. - 

“In addition, several other prac- 
tices aimed at reducing soil erosion 
have ancillary benefits for wildlife,”” 
Witte said. “The establishment of 
windbreaks, permanent grasses and 
legumes, and native grasses-three 
practices outlined in the Conserva- 
tion Reserve Program-all -Gan—be 
beneficial to wildlife wh properly 


implemented and maint! 


Farmers who want wildlife to get 
the maximum benefit from enrolled 
acreage can discuss program op- 
tions with a Conservation Depart- 
ment Private Lands Wildlife Habitat 
Management biologist. Interested 
persons can get the name, address 
and phone number of ogists serv- 
ing their area by contacting the 
Department of Conservation, Divi-

Kacera didn’t know that much 
atiout the other teams in the 
league, particularly what players 
they had lost to the senior legion 
teams in their area.

The second reason for Kacera’s 
uncertainty was that a great 
number of his players didn’t have 
awhole lot of experience in legion 
ball.

“fhe Optimists opened with a 
dgubleheader sweep at Troy June 
‘4,7and they haven’t slowed down 
since. They won their first four 
games before losing the opening 
game of a doubleheader to 
Freeburg June 14. But they won 
the nightcap, and that was. the 
start of a 10-game winning streak. 

“Whe streak didn’t end until July 
6,. with a 7-3 loss at O'Fallon. 
Three more victories followed 
before a frustrating 4-2 loss at 
East Alton July 15. In that game, 
the Optimists stranded 12 runners. 
They had the tying and/or go- 
ahead run in scoring position in 
each of the last three innings, but 
each inning ended with a 
strikeout. 

Undaunted, they. won their last 
five regular season games. 

East Alton Post 214 doggedly 
chased the Optimists all, year, 
finally falling a game short in the 
staridings. The two teams split two 
exciting games. In addition to the 
aforementioned game in East 
Alton, the Optimists .won a .1-0 
classic at Varsity Field June 19. 
Darin Hendrickson pitched a two- 
hit. shutout in. that game and 
Charlie Collins provided the “of- 
fense with a. first-inning homer. 
Granite City had only four hits in 
the game. 

So how have they done it? The 
pitching has been good, no doubt.

GCS’s $20 million investment in a 
new ladle metallurgy station pro- 
vides more recent evidence of the 
division’s commitment to quality. 

The main objective of the entire 
facility's design is one of providing a 

more precise and flexible system for 
adding alloys and _ controlling 
temperature of the molten steel. 

The three main components of the 
new facility are: 1) Slag Skimming; 


2) the Metallurgy Station, that 
features alloy trimming, argon stirr- 
ing, reagent injection, and reheating 
of the liquid steel by means of an 
electric arc process; and3) Material 
Handling, a system which provides 
alloys from the BOF to bins at the 
Metallurgy Station. 

The station allows operators to 
skim-slag (which is harmful from a 
qualitative perspective) from the 
ladle and add a synthetic slag which 
improves alloy recovery and the 
ability to desulfurize. 

The station’s three electrodes af- 
ford operators the ability to reheat 
steel in a fashion similar to an elec- 
tric furnace. 

This reheating function is doubly 
beneficial because it eliminates pro- 
blems associated with trying to tap 
cold heats and allows lower tap 
temperatures at the BOF vessel.

In return for their tax money, 
residents will receive responsive ci- 
ty government, professional police 
and fire protection, professional am- 
bulance service, regular street 
repair and maintenance, free trash 
collection, free use of the library and 
reduced fees for parks and recrea- 
tion facilities. 

The proposed annexation area 
also contains 4,000 underdeveloped 
acres that could be used for parks or 
a golf course. 


“For me, this is a chance for the 
future,” Cruse said. 

Pontoon Beach also decided to ex- 
pand its boundaries when its Village 
Board voted in June to annex 2,400 
acres. This move doubled the size of 
the village. 

President’ Glen Wilson is looking 
toward the future, especially to the 
completion of Interstate 255.

The First National” Bank in 
Madison, an independently- owner 
and operated financial service com- 
pany, celebrated its 50th. anniver- 
sary in 1984 with the completion of a 
major expansion, addition of 5,000 
square feet and a remodeling pro- 
ject to its banking facility. 

The construction project, then an- 
nounced by bank President John E. 
Lee III, demonstrates the bank’s 
confidence and commitment to the 
bright future of the Quad City Area. 

“ At present, the company’s assets 
exceed $47,600 with more than a 60 
percent increase in deposits since 
1980 while capital and reserves ex- 
ceed 8.8 percent of assets.

Lee said the 1984 construction was 
for a full second story for the present 
building, located at Sixth Street and 
Madison Avenue, Madison. There 
was also extensive remodeling of the 
ground floor. 













































Although Illinois Power has had 
its present name only since 1943, in 
one sense the history of this com- 
pany can be traced back to 1879. 

In December 1879, Thomas A. 
Edison managed to keep his first 
workable incandescent lamp glow- 
ing for approximately 40 hours, and 
from this one basic invention, I- 
linois Power Co. and the entire 
United States electric utility in- 
dustry has developed to the point it 
is today. 

Before Edison’s invention, a few 
dozen hissing, sputtering arc lamps 
lighted the business districts of some 
cites. Gas lights were used in the 
outlying areas and provided much of 
the residential lighting re- 
quirements. But with Edison's in- 
vention, electric lights became prac- 
tical for everyone within reach of an 
electric line — and the tremendous 
growth of electric utility companies 
began. 





No electric meters were used dur- 
ing this early period. Electricity was 
used for lighting only and rates were 
based on the number of lights in use 
between specific hours. Early rate 
cards show these monthly charges; 


Bank Building Corp. was con- 
tracted for the construction, which 
was to cost around $700,000.

the electric current of 
50-watt bulb. 

The first appliance to set utility 
wires tingling was the electric iron. 
Never before, and few appliances 
since, gained such wide and ready 
acceptance by the American 
housewife. In rapid succession, 
brooms and dustpans disappeared 
and the washtub became obsolete. 
The first vacuum cleaners, which 
looked big enough to clean Madison 
Square Garden, weighed close to 70 
pounds and cost about $150. The 
refrigerator, which looked like an 
ice box with a fan on top, sold for as 
much as $600. 

Electric appliances were well and 
good for the electric business, but it 
was really in transportation that the 
industry grew. 

As electric trains moved into their 
heyday, a turn-of-the-century adver- 
tisement emphasized the joys of 
electric travel through the State of 
Illinois as ‘‘an escape from dirt, 
dust, smoke and cinders.” The elec- 
tric cars, powered by electricity 
from an’ overhead cable, provided 
transportation in many cities, and it 
wasn't long before trolleys were 
speeding from city to city.

The First National Bank in

The bank opened its doors at 
Fourth Street and Madison Avenue 
at 9 a.m., Monday, July 30, 1934, 
where business was conducted until 
1962 when the bank moved into the

In 52 years, times have certainly 
changed, commented Lee, adding 
that a financial institution must also. 
continue to change and grow. 


Lee noted that in the 1930's, the 
average income in Madison was bet- 
ween $1,500 and $2,999 —-according 
toa sociological study made at that 
time.

when the Danville, Paxton and Nor- 
thern Railroad Co. was formed. This 
company began service in 1901 bet- 
ween Danville and Westville, about 
six miles south.

Surplus 
electric power was sold for electric 
lighting and to industry, which, also, 
was finding in electricity powerful 
work savers.

of utilities under the North 
American Light and Power Co. In 
1937 the name was changed to 
Illinois-lowa Power Co., reflecting 
the ownership of some out-of-state 
properties. 

In that period, Ilinois-lowa main- 
tained its headquarters in Cham- 
paign, but as the territory served by 
the company expanded to nearly 
one-fourth of the state, the head- 
quarters moved to Decatur to take 
advantage of a more centralized 
location. 

In 1940, Allen Van Wyck became 
president of North American Light 
and Power Co. and also president of 
Illinois Power. In 1942 he resigned 
from North American, devoting his 
full time to Dlinois Power. 

Twenty-five years ago the com- 
pany generated little of its own elec- 
tricity, sold gas in only the larger 
cities and owned transportation, ice 
and water properties in scattered 
areas of Lllinois and Iowa. It faced a 
long pull to become financially 
sound after the days of the. Depres- 
sion, and stock sold for $2.75 a share 
with a record of no dividends paid 
for several years. 


While Edison's invention set the 
stage for the electric industry, itwas 
the invention of Henry Ford that 
dealt the industry a heavy blow. 
After World War I, it was evident 
that the horseless carriage was here 
to stay and more and more people 
bought automobiles. Better roads 
were built for them and fewer and 
fewer used the electric railways.

disposed of and the company name 
changed to Illinois Power Co. In 
1945, the company-owned Illinois 
Terminal Railroad was sold and the 
cash applied to the retirement of 
debt. All current dividends on 
preferred stock were paid and acon- 
siderable portion of dividend ar- 
rearages were paid up. This year, 
too, work started on the new power 
plant at Havana and plans were 
made for another at Wood River. 

Today the company owns and 
operates plants at Havana, Wood 
River, Hennepin, Vermilion, and 
Baldwin on the Kaskaskia River. 
The sixth plant, a nuclear station at 
Clinton, is nearing completion. In 
addition, IP has connections with 
other electric utilities which gives a 
more firm supply of power in times 
of need. 

As the electric business has grown 
by leaps and bounds, so has the gas 
business. In the old days, the gas 
works in many small towns could be 
easily located by sniff. This was gas 
being manufactured for use in cook- 
ing stoves and for some lighting.

Natural gas is transported 
transcontinental pipelines. It is 
pumped at high pressure from gas: 
fields at such locations as Louisiana, 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas. _ . 

After purchase, the company 
pipes it into its own underground gas 
systems at locations called 
“regulator stations.” These are in- 
stallations containing pipes and a 
series of valves whereby the 
pressure is reduced, and regulated 
to a desired limit. These regulator 
stations are the gas counterpart of 
electric substations. 

Some of the natural gas purchased 
is stored in underground storage 
fields during the heating season, 
when the company must supplement 
the gas purchased from the pipeline 
companies to meet the heating needs 
of customers. This makes the com- 
pany more efficient and lowers the 
cost to customers. 

If a customer is served with both 
electric and gas service by Illinois 
Power Co., both meters are read the 
same day and the total charges are 
included in one monthly bill. 


Electric utilities found that to stay 
alive they had to’consolidate more to 
bring about economies and to 
develop more uses for electric 
power. 

In 1923, 37 small Llinois utilities 
joined to become the Illinois Powerp— 
and Light Corp.

‘primary reason for staying 
here,” pooled their savings of 
$2,000, borrowed $500 more, and 
opened a four-bay Cities Service 
gasoline station at 20th and Iowa 
streets by the main gate of Granite 
City Steel. 

“Tt was the perfect time to start 
up a business,”’ said Houser. *“The 
city’s economy was boo. eg in 
those days with American Steel, 
General Steel Castings and 
Granite City Steel bringing in new 
employees and their families 
every day. Every business is a 
struggle to get started, but it 
definitely helps to have the 
economy going with you.” 

The business soon took off, a 
success attributable not only to the 
growing economy but also to 
Houser’s business instinct. ‘‘And 
several 16-hour days,” says Ruth 
Houser. 

Word of the business made its 
way around the mill and, a few 
months after opening, Houser 
landed the servicing coptract for 
GC Steel's executive automobiles 
and its fleet of over 20 light trucks. 

Three years after opening, the 
business had outgrown its 
facilities and expanded by opening 
a service building at Sixth Street 
and McCambridge Avenue, 
Madison. It was there that Houser 
became known for rebuilding 
transmissions, a service still con- 
sidered to be one of the best in the 
St. Louis area. 

T 1960, the gas station and 
automotive/truck repair business 
now known as Houser Automotive 
was consolidated and moved to its 
present location at 18th Street and 
Madison Avenue 

As the repair business grew into 
its new location, so did the need 
for new parts, and suppliers in the 
area were sparse. 
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ouser marking Its 


“‘I started driving over to the St. 
Louis warehouses to find the parts 
I needed and. thought, instead. of 
buying only what I needed at the 
time, why not buy some of the 
more popular parts to keep on 
hand? Before I knew -it, other 
repair centers in town were buy- 
ing their parts from us, too. 

Houser Automotive officially 
opened its parts counter in 1964. It 


his “~sxqgsn’t long before the volume was 


enough to purchase directly from 
factories instead of St. Louis 
“warehouses. 

The volume was also enough to 
bring his wife into the business to 
handle billing and accounts 
payable, jobs previously-handled 
by Houser after the shop was 
closed. 

Six years later, Houser once 
again branched into another area 
— trucking. ‘It was the year of the 
big trucking strike, and getting 
our-~parts in was nearly 
impossible. 

“In addition to that, though, the 
cost of having the parts shipped in 
was high and you were never sure 
when your delivery was coming 
in. So I decided to do it myself.” 

Ruth Houser said that operating 
— and driving — an independent 
truck during a trucking strike was 
somewhat of a hassle back then, 
but as Houser put it, ‘‘ You do what 
you have to do to keep your 
business going. Without any parts, 
I wouldn't have had much of a 
business to keep.”” 

In 1971, a branch store was built 
in the growing area of Pontoon 
Beach. “Granite City proper was 
pretty much built to its limit by 
then, so new businesses, malls and 
houses were being built north and 
east of the city. Pontoon Beach 
was really prospering. 

“There was a big Ace Hardware 
store, a Dairy Queen and a center 
with a major grocery store,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Times aren't as good there 
now, but the area still supports 
several good businesses and our 
building has a terrific location. 
But with just auto parts, it isn’t do- 
ing as well as I think it could with 
something else."" 

Houser had kept 
trailer running after the 1970 
strike was over, and started serv- 
ing as the supplier to stores all 
over the St. Louis area. 

In addition to building the Pon- 
toon Beach store in 1971, he doubl- 
ed the size of the main store by ad- 
ding 11,000 square feet, three large

repair bays and a 
machine shop. 

In 1972, a 12,000-square-foot 
warehouse with loading dock was 
built one block away and then 
doubled one year later. Soon he 
purchased another truck to keep 
filling the new warehouse space. 
Today, Houser has two city trucks, 
five tractors and 18 trailers. 

Unlike the old days, though, 
Houser only occasionally makes a 
run himself. But he knows that 
when he does, he’s leaving the 
business in capable hands. 

Ronnie Hicks, his store 
manager, started with the 
business-aimost-20-years ago as a 
stocker. The machine shop 
manager, Ray Gansner, has been

with Houser since 1969. 

Despite the recession of the late 
1970s and early ‘80s, the business 
continued its growth pattern 
although not to the extent known in 
earlier years. 

“Granite City was hit hard dur- 
ing those years. People were being 
laid-off. A.O. Smith closed down. 
Everyone just'had to tighten their 
belts and hope thatthe businesses 

and the city itself — would 
survive.”” 

Once again expanding into a dif- 
ferent area, Houser opened a 
Drive Line shop — the only one of 
its kind in the Metro East area — 
in 1980 in a newly-erected diesel 
repair building on Grand Avenue 
one block west of the main store.

"Phat -building was recently ex- 
panded to 12,000 square feet, giv- 
ing it a total of eight tractor 
trailer-size repair bays and a

After 30 years in the business, is 
Houser ready to retire? ‘‘Not a 
chance,” said the 55-year-old Pen 
nsylvania native. 

“This city is just getting started 
up again with the 
revitalization plan and all. And 
besides, with all the big nation- 
wide chains trying to move their 
businesses into town, someone has 
to. show them how Granite Citians 
do business — by supporting each 
other and-our community 

“We've been serving some of
